It’s easy to forget to ap- 
preciate the beautiful 
architecture that lines 
the Chicago River and 
shoreline while you’re 
crammed onto a train 
or bus, staring mind- 
lessly at your Facebook 
feed on your commute. 
But spring has sprung, 
people, and there’s a 
transit option you may 
have overlooked: a 
water taxi. 

It might not be practical for every com- 
muter, but hear me out. For those coming 
in from the suburbs, a Chicago Water Taxi 
can take you from Union 
Station/Ogilvie Transpor- 
tation Center to mul- 
tiple stops along the river, 
including North Avenue, 

LaSalle/Clark, the Magnifi- 
cent Mile and Chinatown. 

Another water taxi service, 

Shoreline Water Taxis, 
can transport you from 
Navy Pier to the Museum 
Campus or Union Station/ 

Willis (Sears) Tower. 

What could be better 
than soaking in the scen- 
ery while secretly hum- 
ming “I’m on a Boat”? (Don’t lie, you’d do it 
at least once.) 

Kelli Hartsock is a 29 -year-old East Lakev- 
iew resident who never had a reason to take 
a water taxi until she started working in the 
Loop. About a month ago, she decided to 
give one a try 

“The water taxi is immensely faster than a 
cab, CTA or Uber. I can go from Ogilvie sta- 
tion to Michigan Avenue in about 7 minutes 
or less,” she said. “It’s an efficient time-saver.” 

A single ride on a Chicago Water Taxi, 
operated by Wendella Boats, costs between 
S4 and $6. But you can purchase a weekday 
all-day pass for $8, a 10-ride pass for $17.50 or

a 31-day pass for $60, which is cheaper than 
the CTA’s $100 monthly pass. 

And it’s practical. There’s no traffic. No stop- 
lights. No construction or pedestrians getting 
in the way— just a boat on a river. 

Chicago Water Taxi departs roughly every 
15 minutes from its designated docks between 
6:45 a.m. and 6:30 p.m. However, departure 
times may vary depending on the season and 
time of week. 

“I find it to be a really relaxing experience 
and the perfect way to sit back and soak in 
the city” Hartsock said. “My first water ride I 
took a hyperlapse video of the experience and 
found myself reconnecting with a city I love. 
You get to see all of the historic buildings and 
new additions to the skyline that you may have 
otherwise overlooked.” 

The catch is that cold 
weather chases the boats 
away Chicago Water Taxi 
runs from mid-March to 
about Thanksgiving, while 
Shoreline Water Taxis run 
from early May to the 
week after Labor Day. 

Yet the water taxis usu- 
ally will run even if it’s rain- 
ing, as they have a sizable 
covered portion of the boat 
you can huddle under. Beats 
the heck out of walking in 
the rain, if you ask me. 

In a RedEye Twitter poll, which gathered 
334 votes, only 21 percent of voters said 
they’ve taken a water taxi in Chicago in the 
past two years. That means 79 percent of 
people have been missing out on some qual- 
ity boat commuting. 

How great is it that we live in a city where 
you can take a BOAT to work? Spending 
15 minutes on a floating vessel— fresh air and 
sunshine on your face — could be just what 
you need to tackle the workweek head-on.

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ILLINOIS BRINGS OUT THE 
(MUDDY) WELCOME MAT 
FOR TOUGH MUDDER 


R eady, set, mud! We are enter- 
ing a rainy time of year that 
can coax springtime flowers 
to bloom while also creating 
a squishy, muddy landscape. For a 
certain type of individual, this is the 
best season of all. Those people are 
Tough Mudders, and on May 21 and 
22, at Chicago Rockford International 
Airport, they will have their day in the 
sun - with a whole lot of mud. 

Tough Mudder is a team-oriented 
obstacle course renowned for its use 
of the natural environment as well as 
man-made creations. According to 
Mike Torrey, Tough Mudder Venue Re- 
lations Manager, the new Illinois venue 
has a number of benefits. 

“Heading into our search for a 
new venue in the Chicagoland area, 
we had been reviewing four potential 
sites,” Torrey says. 

“There are literally 
hundreds of variables 
we consider when 
looking for a perfect 
Tough Mudder site, 
but there were a few 
in particular that stood 
out in Rockford. As 
always, we want to 
keep our participants 
excited, challenged, 
and muddy. The mas- 
sive acreage that the 
Rockford International 
Airport has available, 
combined with its 
interesting and varied terrain, was a 
huge draw for us.” 

And logistically, participants 
won’t have to deal with buses any- 
more. Rockford Airport Tough Mud- 
ders can simply hop out of their cars 
and be at the start line, he adds. 

Tough Mudder challenges are held 
throughout the country, offering mud, 
water, vertical walls, electricity and a 
hefty-dose of teamwork. The courses 
may vary depending on the venue, 
but are an average of 10-12 miles in 
length, with 20-25 obstacles for par- 
ticipants to maneuver. 

Brendan Quinn, Course Operations 
Supervisor, says the Chicago event 
will also offer a Tough Mudder Half run 
for the first time, including a 5-6 mile 
course and about 10-12 obstacles. 



“Tough Mudder Half is not a race, 
it’s a challenge,” he says. “Designed 
to test teamwork and grit on a 5-mile 
obstacle course without fire, ice or 
electricity, it’s all the mud and half the 
distance. It’s the first step to joining a 
community of 2 million strong around 
the world, who’ve found camaraderie 
overcoming mud-drenched obstacles 
and adrenaline pumping 
challenges. Epic ob- 
stacles and fewer hours 
wasted on a treadmill — 
it’s all your friends and 
no excuses.” 

Whether you are a 
repeat Mudder, known 
as a Legionnaire, or a 
newbie, Quinn offers 
some insight into the 
Rockford course. 

“We don’t want to 
give too much away, 
but let’s just say 
there is going to be a 
swamp and Mudders 
will need to get through it,” he says. 
“Bring some shoes you’re not in love 
with, and due to the muddy paths, I 
wouldn’t plan on a lot of straight runs.” 

Have no fear of driving home caked 
in mud and thirsty. 

“There is a rinse station after you 
finish your run, and a nice cold beer to 
celebrate with,” Quinn says. 

Torrey credits the Tough Mudder 
partners at the Rockford Area Conven- 
tion & Visitors Bureau with their help in 
local back-end planning and coordina- 
tion, enabling the Tough Mudder Opera- 
tions Team to create an exciting venue. 

“When it’s all added up, we are 
extremely confident Chicagoland 
Mudders will be in agreement that 
Rockford is a perfect place for Tough 
Mudder to call home,” Torrey says.

Do animals even know 
when they’ve won a race?

It was the biggest race before the Kentucky 
Derby, and undefeated colt Nyquist was leading 
as he headed into the homestretch at Gulfstream 
Park in the Florida Derby 
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Jockey Mario Gutierrez decided to employ 
a different tactic. He asked the horse to run 
wide, losing ground, so his chief rival, unde- 
feated Mohaymen, would stay within Nyquist’s 
sight lines. The confrontation never developed 
as Mohaymen just couldn’t keep up with Sat- 
urday’s presumptive Kentucky Derby favorite. 

The strategy was based on how they be- 
lieved Nyquist was thinking rather than the 
quickest path to the finish line. The colt has 
not only never lost a race, he has never even 
allowed another horse to pass him. 

“If he engages you, he’s going to be tough 
to beat,” trainer Doug O’Neill said. “The one 
thing I think could beat Nyquist is if he’s on a 
lead and someone [he can’t see] is flying five 
wide outside.” 

The anthropomorphism of animals is in- 
grained in our culture, be it dogs, cats, horses 
or even ninja turtles. 

But it doesn’t answer the question of 
whether horses actually know if they win or 
even why they are running a race. 

“The research, and how true it is we don’t 


know, is that they want to win,” said Melissa 
Bain, who heads the Clinical Animal Behavior 
Service at the University of California-Davis’ 
veterinary school. 

“I don’t know if it’s inherent or they just 
like to race and run fast,” Bain said. “It prob- 
ably depends on how they were trained or if 
they don’t run fast they get hit with a crop.” 

Aaron Sones, who along with wife Julie 
Gilbert owns Kentucky Derby entrant Trojan 
Nation, definitely believes in the intellect of 
horses. In early April, his colt lost the Wood 
Memorial in New York in a photo finish. 

“He doesn’t think he’s a maiden,” Sones 
said. “He thinks he won the Wood. If you saw 
him you could see how confident and happy 
he was with himself. He thinks he did some- 
thing special in the Wood.” 

Trojan Nation has never won a race, so he was 
unaware of the ritual where the first-place horse 
is escorted to the winner’s circle for pictures. 

“I think when they go back to the winner’s 
circle they feel all the love and excitement,” 
Hall of Fame jockey Mike Smith said. “If you 


walk into your house and you’re sad, your dog 
knows it.” 

Smith was aboard Zenyatta for 16 straight 
wins until she lost for the first time in the 2010 
Breeders’ Cup Classic at Churchill Downs. 

“She acted a whole lot different after that 
race,” Smith said. “She always came back 
dancing, but on that day she was acting tired. 
Was she tired or was she that way because ev- 
erybody’s language was down?” 

Kerry Thomas, who advises owners on mo- 
tivating and understanding horses, can best 
be described as part psychologist and kinesi- 
ologist. He spends countless hours studying 
video of horses both on and off the track, and 
his analysis of equine traits is sought out by 
handicappers. 

“Elite horses like to control their environ- 
ment,” Thomas said. “Every colt has their 
own individual herd dynamic. Some personal- 
ity traits like to stalk and pounce on a horse. 
Some want to be in the front and manage the 
herd from that aspect.” 

Bain thinks it’s possible that horses enjoy 


the race day experience. 

“If you look at border collies, they enjoy 
what they do, they love the job they have,” she 
said. ‘Animals do things not only because it’s 
good for them but because it’s fun. Maybe for 
these horses, we’ve bred them to think this is 
fun. We just haven’t figured out a way to mea- 
sure it.” 

Bain went on to explain a basic commonal- 
ity between animals and people. 

“Everything has a cost benefit,” Bain said. 
“How much do you want this versus that? 
There has to be a reward. You might push a 
button 10,000 times for a piece of chocolate 
but only 10 times for a Brussels sprout.” 

Bain thinks the mythology surrounding 
Nyquist might be as simple as he’s the fastest 
horse out there. 

But Smith, who will ride Danzing Candy on 
Saturday, believes there could be more to it. 

“Some horses just don’t like to get passed,” 
Smith said. ‘A horse like Nyquist, you never 
seem to be able to get past them. If you run 
fast, he runs faster.” 
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ROLLE BLAMES BEARS’ PRACTICE FIELD FOR INJURY 

The Bears released Antrel Rolle this weekend, and the veteran safety says the quality of the Bears’ 
practice field played a role in his season-ending injury in 2015. Rolle suffered a knee injury during a 
practice in late November, and he was unable to return. 

“I think the surface had a whole lot to do with it,” Rolle said on Monday on WSCR-AM 670. 

“Ya know, it happens, man. ... The facilities are good in Chicago. The fields are just not as good. 

I don’t know the reason behind it. I’m a down south guy. I don’t know the soil level or how the 
maintenance and the upkeep works in the Chicago area. But, yeah, it’s really hard to maintain and 
just be stable under those conditions. I’m sure that they’ll try to work and fix it.”

The acid-fried collective specializes in spacey 
sounds as tripped-out as its Dr. Seuss-ian name 
would suggest. 

May 9 at Schubas 
“Crab Day,” the fourth album from the Welsh 
singer and songwriter, is a mystical, surrealistic 
effort, constructed with a dusty mix of organ, 
sax, xylophone and more.

May 13 and 14 at the Vic 

Tweedy’s solo shows tend to be genial, low-key 
affairs, with the singer and songwriter sharing 
stories and cracking jokes between perfor- 
mances of Wilco classics and assorted covers. 

It might be in a theater, but the vibe is straight 
living room. 

DUNGEN May 15 at Empty Bottle 
The Swedish psych-rock masters arrive here 
in support of last year’s “Allas Sak,” an album 
with such high THC levels it was likely shipped 
across the border via underground tunnels. 

GARYNUMAN May 15-17 at Metro 
The ’80s synth rocker, whose geeky/cool “Cars” 
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made him a household name (the song’s still 
a jam, tbh), takes over Metro for a three-night 
stand. 



May 16 at Bottom Lounge 
The band’s recordings arrive jammed with 
ragged, anthemic sing-alongs that sounded 
engineered to lift up the various broken, lost 
and confused characters populating its songs.

May 20 at Constellation 
Experimental musician Rhys Chatham has 
helmed sprawling guitar orchestras (gui- 
torchestras?), as well as smaller trios. Expect 
things to stick to the more intimate end of the 
spectrum here.

On “III,” the electronic trio, which hails from 
Berlin, turns out minimalist, soul-stoked techno 
awash in brass and breakneck beats.

BASTARDS May 21 at Thalia Hall 
While Heartless Bastards’ bluesy rock output 
stretches out like an endless, open highway, 
long-running roots-pop crew Old 97’s favors 
tighter jams that hit like vintage AM radio 
staples. 


THE KILLS May 23 at Riviera Theatre 
The bloodthirsty garage duo, last seen in 2011 
with the tension-building “Blood Pressures,” 
makes a long overdue return with “Ash & Ice,” 
which is due out this June.
